It 
will be remembered that it was just before that time when the first very alarming 
intimations began to come from the sick room about the impossibility of scouring 
from the President's stomach the undigested food which not only threatened to 
contaminate the system, but which caused him exceedingly great discomfort. Re- 
sort had been had to a drastic bolus of calomel and oil. Just at midnight this 
radical remembered its eftect and the movement of the bowels came, bringing 
with it an immediate lowcring of pulse and great relief. 


“| WANT TO SEE THE TREES.” 

The President is perfectly conscious, despite his extreme weakness. 
This morning when the nurses sought to adjust the pillows so as to shut 
out the light of the window, the President protested. “No, I want to see 
the trees,” he murmured. “They are so beautiful.” 

Mrs. McKinley has not been told of the critical state of the President, 
but she seems to divine that he is dangerously ill. When told this morn- 
ing that she-would better defer her-usual visit to the sick room, she ac- 
quiesced without a word, but her tearful eyes and trembling lips indicated 
that she understood the gravity of the sudden change. 

Despite the grave looks of the surgeons, the two men who know the 
President best, Secretary Cortelyou and Senator Hanna, are cheerful and 
as confident as the setback will allow. They both know his strong will 
gnd they think that will help. 

DR. MANN SAYS: “PRESIDENT IS NOT DYING.” 


Dr. Mann was asked this morning to make an authorized statement 
regarding the President's condition in addition to that contained in the 
bulletin. This he declined to do, but in response to inquiries said: 

“No, I can say nothing about any crisis in the case. A patient may 
continue in the condition in which the President now fs for some time, 
and then pick up or not, just as the case may develop. The President 
is now in a very serious condition, it is true, but it is absurd to say he 
is dying, as stated by some persons this morning. I cannot make any 
further statement about the case just now.” 


ROOSEVELT WILL COME AT ONCE. 


Vice-President Roosevelt was heard from shortly after 10 o'clock. | 


He had received the news of the President's condition and sent word 
from the Tahowas Club, New York, where he was staying, that he 
would come at once. He would stop at Albany for news and then would 
determine his future movements. The suggestion has been made to 
the physicians that the extremely weakened heart which threatens the 
President's life may be due to’the shock received by him trom the bullet 
which struck the breastbone and glanced off. _Dr.

The bulletin when issued was slightly reassuring and indicated that the crisis 
might be prolonged, stating definitely that the ePresident’s condition had some- 
what improved during the past few hours, and that there was better response to 
stimulation. But his pulse was up to 128 and the conviction grew that it was. al- 
most a forlorn hope. 

It was learned that the physicians had decided that it would not be well for 
‘Mrs. McKinley to enter the sick room today, both on account of her feeble health 
and the excitement it might cause the President. So far as can be learned, Mrs. 
McKinley had not been informed up to 10 o'clock of the grave condition in which 
her husband was.

BUFFALO, N. Y., Sept. 13.—From a 
medical expert of high standing who has 
followed the developments most closely the 
Post-Dispatch obtained this statement: 

“Within six days from the time he was 
shot the President was declared out of 
danger and was fed for the first time. For 
though he had been given beef juice, a tea- 
spoonful at a time before this, that per- 
haps nutrit@ous fluid can hardly be called 


food. 
“Yesterday_he was allowed to take a cup- 


ful of chicken broth and a cup of coffee 
and a piece of toast. This toast was pre- 
viously saturated with beef juice. 

“In an organ that had been so seriously 
wounded this first step toward a resump- 
tion of the daily routine of nutrition in- 
volved a momentous experiment. 

‘To determine with accuracy the very 
minute when the crippled organ is equal 
to the renewal of its function—when food 
will not be an irrittion and an additional 
burden—is the most delicate duty of a phy- 
sician.

SUDDEN CHANGE CAME 
SHORTLY AFTER MIDNIGHT 


MILBURN HOUSE, BUFFALO, WN. Y., 
Sept. 13.—President McKinley began to Po 
shortly after 2 o'clock this morning after @ 
eritical period of 12 hours, In which alarm 
and hope mingled in the emotions of those 
who surrounded him. Trouble began on the 
preceding afternoon through the failure of 
the digestive organs to perform their func- 
iions. The necessity for nourishment had 
been pressing for several days and the par- 
tial failure of artificial means had led to 
the adoption of natural means. 

The rectum, through which nourishment 
had been injected previously to Wednesday, 


became irritated and rejected the caemas. 
This forced the physicians to try to feed 
him through the mouth, probably before 
the stomach was prepared. The first ad- 
ministration of beef juice through the 
mouth, however, seemed to agree with the 
fient and the physicians were highly 
gratified at the way the stomach seemed 
to receive the food. 


M’BURNEY WAS CONFIDENT. 


Dr. McBurney was efpeciaily jupliant 
over the action of the stomach and yester- 
day morning before his departure for New 
York dwelt upon the fact that the stomach 
seemed to have resumed its normal func- 
tions. The breakfast of chicken broth, toast 
and coffee given yesterday morning was 
spoken of by all the physicians as strong 
evidence of the President's marked im- 
provement. lt was only when it became 
apparent late in the morning that this food 
had not agreed with the President that th 
frst genuine anxiety appeared. 

The first note of alarm ied to the official 
bulletin yesterday afternoon, which spoke 
of the President's fatigue. 

President McKinley, already weak from 
the effect of the tragedy, and suffering.
